SCHMITZ "WI!?__ ON APPEAL

Supreme Court Finds that No Crime
Waa Committed in Restamn-
rant Cases,

BAN FRANCISCO, Maroh 10.—The siate
suprems court (oday refused o rehearing
in the case of former Mayor Eugens H.
Behmiin, convicted of extortion from
French | restaurant propriefors and sent-
enced to flve years In the penitentiary.
The opinion was unanimous. This sustalns
the dealslon of the dlstrict eourl of sp-
peals, which decreed Lhat the jydgmient and
order of the lower court were vold, sun-
tained the @emurrer to the Indlctment and
ordered the discharge of the defendant on
the ground that under the law no gffense
had been committed.

Abraham Ruef, who was jointly indicted
with Behmits, plead gullty, and his sent-
enca.ls now pending. Today's declsion of
the supreme cdurt also appliea to him. It
¥ belfoved that Sclimits iImmediately will
apply for releasy (rom the county jall and
Ruef may do likewlse. The prosecution
praposes to bring to trial at once some of
the many charges preferred against them.

The court sustalned the appellate court in
itas decislon that the indlctment upon which
Schmile was convicted was defective In
that it did not aver that Schmits was mayor,
that Ruef, his co-defandant, wan a political
boss pracifoally In control of the city, that
na such they were In a position to exercise
pawer and undue influence over the pollce
commissionors and that It dd not show

Schmitg resoried to unlawful means in
threatening to leave ligquor loénses with-
held.

The decision practically nullifies Ruef's
plea of gullly, Invalidates the remalining
four extortion Indicimants against the for-
mer mayor and Ruef and will enable
Bchmits to gain his llberty on bafl after

“*That letter has been used on the floor
of congress as an ‘officlal publication,’ ™
says Mr. Ridder In his communication tn
the president," and It was declared by
Chairman Payne of the ways and means
commiltes to be '‘as mcourate as ond be'

“T charge that the director of the census
has iasued, In that letter, a series of false
and misleading figures, and that, whether
intentiosal or not, he hos served the pur-
posc_pf a graup of cambinations which are
alming té add 300,000,00 per Annum to the
burdens of printers and publiahers.”

He points out that in_ Director North's
letter there In o lmpse of three years for
the period from January 1, 1807, to January
1, W0, when paper dropped to 82 & ton,
or 18 less than the present asking price,
Mr. Ridder says that in those three yearn
thirty mills were merged into the Inter-
nationanl Paper company, The letter says
alsp that the “lowest price appesring any-
where In that extraordinary compilation
ot the direotor of the census is 36 per ton
in excess of tho lowost price paper has
been sold In Now York," and that "ne
books of any lurge paper manufacturer will
show such pricea as are creditad by Direc-
tor North."
